He ponted. out that one referee 
Went down to a junior match at 

250 -and officiated in the heat of 
the afternoon for $1, while an- 
sther in the cool of the evening 
‘efereed an easier aenior match 
for $2. 

Master Gunner May said there 
was ‘always difficulty in getting 
referees forthe junior, matches. 
He pointed out, however, that 133 
junior matches were played last 
season, and an extra dollar per 
match would require nearly $150 
if the same number of teams enter- 
ed again, Either the clubs’ en- 
trance fees must be raised to meet 
the extra. charge or they must 
obtain more money by exhibition 
matches. He thought there should 
be no distinction ‘between re- 
ferees. A qualified referee should 
be permitted to take both senior 
and junior, The junior matches 
were the more difficult to contro}. 
If the juniors had te bear all the 
expense, however, it would mean 
that they would-have-to-pay- $44 
each instead of the ‘present $15, 
which wag rather téo much:

CHINA’S TROUBLES AND TRADE. © 


Jyconnection with the political ‘troubles of the neigh- 
bouring Provinces there have already been Inany reports to 
hand indicating that the trade and general welfare of the 
people are sultering frou the disturbed state. Not only 
bas the trade of Wuchow fallen to almost zero, but the 
West River trathe has been seriously interfered with, 
martial law has been proclaimed and there is a general 
Bfeeling of uneasiness that mitigates against commercial 
dealings. ' Even British and foreign firms on the Shameen 
are feeling the eliects of the situation. and, if the promised 
fighting does break wut, we shall probably ‘see a repetition 
or the distress and want that is periodically inflicted on 
the Chinese masses by «their scheming politicians and 
Reoldiers. The moral of all these disturbances has often 
been pointed, but if .our Chinese friends needed further 
mevidence of the harm they du themselves such evidence can 
e found in almost every report issued by the Commissioners 
pf the Chinese Maritime Customs. “From the reports 
ecently to hand we will take just three cuttings.

ed? Refusal of’ compulsory 
arbitration, especially on the part 
ofthe workers, was the stumbliog- 
block of industrial legislators 
before the war. It may be opined 
that, in making the present pro- 
posals, the Government has 
planned as far as possible to make 
the award binding. This morn- 
ing’s cables, it will be seen, con- 
tain a denial that compulsory 
arbitration was mentioned. : 


The Chinese Teachers. 


Some weeks ago the native 
preceptors of Paking University 
“came out” in consequence of 
no attempt being made to 
pay their long-overdue salaries. 
Intermittent negotiations -with 
the authorities proceeded, and 
ou <Aprif 30 the Cabinet for- 
mulated three propositions for 
a settlement, which looked like 
bringing the trovule to an end. 
But no sooner had the teachers 
been pacified than the authorities 
disregarded their promises in the 
eldsweet way. Not only has the 
scheme for securing future salar- 
ies been shelved, but the Govern- 
meat has defaulted over the 
current salary and .the fits: 
instajment. of the arrears. Thos 
the neglect-of education by the 
Chinese authorities goes on. 
Such a matter might well bave 
engaged the attention of the 
Tientsin conference if there had 
been earnest patriots in control 
of affairs. The fact that the 
subject was, apparently, never 
even alluded to marks again the 
hopelessnegs of cardinal reform in 
China while Chang and Co. 
dominate the position.
